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Comicetion Dram* In Report By House Panel 
■Which Rejected Charges Against Justice

Washington, Dee. 15— -Justice 
• William 0. Douglas of the Su- 
preme Court was working on a 
project backed by the Central 
Intelligence Agency during a 
Latin American trip cited by his 
foes as a cause for his impeach- 
ment; a house subcommittee re- 
port indicated today. 

It was not clear whether Jus- 
tice Douglas knew at the time 
that the CIA supported the pro- 
gram to teach reading through’ 
■educational television. The CIA, 
through various conduit founda- 
tions, was supporting . institu- 
tions and individuals also work- 
ing 6n the project. 

Hint Of Wrongdoing 
Representative . . Gerald R. 
Ford (R., Mich,), the House roi- 
■ norily leader, hinted in April 
that Justice Douglas’s 1063 trips 
. to the Dominican Republic were 
connected with efforts by organ- 
ized gamblers to get concessions 
there.

Mich,), a dissenter, complained 
that the committee should have 
taken testimony under oath. 

He said that an inquiry should 
focus on charges that the justice 
gave legal, advice to the Albert

They had asked for a special 
investigative committee. But 
Representative Andrew Jacobs, 
Jr. (D.„ Inch), a liberal, intro- 
duced a successful resolution of 
his own which referred the case 
to the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Jacoby however, while 
saying he is neutral on the issue 
of Justice Douglas’s fitness, -now ;

Centered On Parvin 
The justice’s varied off-the- 
bench activities were studied in 
considerable “detail in the 024- 
page report,, though most of the 
attention concentrated on his

Justice Douglas asserted the
